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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 

In submitting my annual report I would like to take this 
opportunity to thank the Superintendent, members of the 
School Board and the teachers for their interest and kind 
cooperation in the health work of our schools: 

In the work with the school children, we have had and 
continue to have, the support and understanding of our 
teachers who are actively interested in the corrections, at 
least, of the ‘most outstanding and common physical de- 
fects found in our school children such as teeth, tonsils, 
vision, and hearing. In our district there may be children 
with certain other serious defects who may seem to need 
special attention and the teachers many times bring it to my 
attention. 

Time and service is being given by physicians and hospt- 
tals in New Hampshire in an endeavor to bring health to 
the crippled children of our state. A free orthopedic clinic 
is carried on each week in Manchester and is financed by the 
Crippled Children’s Service. 

Other clinics available to our children are the eye, ear and 
throat, heart, thyroid, and a tubercular clinic. 

The audiometer test was given in the spring of 1941 and 
is to be given again this month. This test is to determine 
how well a child can hear. A dental clinic was given April 
3, 1942. 

Report of the annual examination and follow-up work:

There were three orthopedic cases.

Hot lunches were provided and enjoyed by the pupils 
during the school year. 

A physical education program is being prepared for all 
normal boys and girls. This is a war time program, planned 
to contribute to the physical fitness of high school pupils as 
a part of the war effort.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


Te the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report as 
Superintendent of your schools. 

Two changes in the teaching staff have occurred since 
last year. Mrs. Charlotte Ruth of Keene, a graduate of 
Keene Teachers College with both business and teaching 
experience, replaced Mr. Donovan Stevens as teacher of 
English and social studies. Miss Virginia Coburn of Mer- 
rimack, trained in home economic at Keene Teachers Col- 
lege, became teacher of. home economics after Miss Char- 
lotte Redden resigned for full time teaching in Goffstown. 

The enrollment last year as will be seen by the table 
accompanying this report was 140 as compared with 138 the 
year before. The enrollment so far this year is slightly 
smaller. 

Two courses have been added to the junior high curricu- 
lum this year. Home economics and manual training are 
now provided. This change was made possible with the 
employment of a full time teacher in the home economics 
department. 

The war has brought new demands in high school train- 
ing. A course in pre-flight aeronatuics has been added to 
the curriculum this year. Emphasis upon aviation is grow- 
ing and I am very glad that our high school is able to con- 
duct such work in keeping with the times. A program of 
physical fitness for the whole school has been organized and 
is being followed. Many of the changes in our high school 
work, given impetus by the war, are splendid and of per- 
manent value. 

Out of School Youth courses have been carried on in eve- 
ning sessions with Federal aid. Two courses in auto 
mechanics, one for men and one for women, have been com- 
pleted. Two courses in the care and repair of farm ma- 
chinery are being conducted. These courses are of great 
benefit to the community. They have been made possible 
through initiative and hard work on the part of Headmaster 
Nedeau who deserves appreciation for his untiring efforts. 
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Ordinary extra-curricular activities are difficult to con- 
duct in war time, principally because of travel difficulties 
and increasing demands upon everyone’s time. A dancing 
club has been organized, and some work in music is being 
done. A play and a prize speaking program are under way. 

Termination of W. P. A. projects by the government has 
handicapped the school lunch program. The welfare of the 
school population has been well served by the school board 
in carrying on the program for a limited time during the 
coldest part of the winter. It would be a splendid thing if 
some way could be found to continue the lunches. 

The contribution of a cot for sickroom use by Mr. Ed- 
ward Davidson is much appreciated by the school. Some 
tables, chairs, and other articles were received from a 
closed N. Y. A. project in Manchester. 

Schools continue to be affected by war conditions. The 
shortage of teachers grows more acute in rural districts. 
What teachers are available seek positions first in larger 
communities or in consolidated schools where pay is bet- 
ter, where work is in single grades or subjects, and where 
transportation facilities are available. Many schools in the 
state opened last September with substitute teachers. Many 
others have lost teachers during the school year, replacing 
them with great difficulty. The situation facing us for 
another school year will be even more serious. 

Our teachers as a group have been loyal to their schools 
and children. They have met ever increasing demands 
cheerfully with labor on rationing, scrap drives, and many 
other programs. They have worked hard in the face of 
petty difficulties, increased costs of living, more taxes and 
personal worries. Their work is not spectacular and dra- 
matic, but it is basically important to our community and 
nation. They merit a tribute for their splendid loyalty and 
cooperation. 

Educational opportunities for our children must be main- 
tained to the fullest possible extent. Children grow continu- 
ously. They cannot wait. They cannot relive these years 
through which we are passing. They must not lose the 
benefit of good schools. Even though teachers in several 
fields may be scarce, materials often difficult to obtain, and 
war demands on the schools ever increasing, all effort will 
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be made to keep school work at as high a standard as pos- 
sible. | 

Cooperation of parents, other citizens, and members of 
the school organization has helped materially during a criti- 
cal school year. It is thoroughly appreciated.
